A Roast on the Merchants 
Who Do Not W'ant It... 


W. G. Blish writes in the Niles Star, 
the following in re^'-ard to tho trolley 
line proposed from South Bend to this 
city throu<;h Nile&: 


“Some of the merchants (jnoted in 
the interviews of Wetlnesday’s Sun 
did a bit of j)00r advertising when 
they announced to the public that 
they can't conii)ete with surrounditiiLi 
towns, that people must «jo elsewhere 
to iret the most for their money. They 
openly confess, too, tliat they want to 
compel us to buy of them when they 
can’t compete. 
1 don’t think the coun­ 
cil would be justilied in fencing in the 
town for the sake of a few dealers who 
can’t hold their own when the buyers 
number hundreds to one of the dealers. 
It is a common remark too that no class 
eroes out of town as much to trade as 
the merchants themselves. 
I disagree 
with those who think that railroads 
hurt a town. 
Kven if a few should 
be slightly ati’ected the masses on tlie 
whole are benefited and wlien you 
look at all sides of the question it 
looks like folly to refuse a road that 


costs us nothiuii-. 
f.ec the trolley in 
and on the streets where it will uccoin- 
moilate the most people, particularly 
ou Main street, 
handy to busiue.-.s, 
where you want the people to stop otV. 
The stores furtliest from the trolley 
will be lirst to see the ‘^•■rass tfrow, for 
business naturally follows rhe conven­ 
ience of yrectinji to it. 
The trolley once 
here not a per;-on vvould want to ])art 
with it. As to there not btnn^j room for 
it in our streets, consider the amount of 
trallie accommodated on the principal 
streets of any larjie eity and c(Hnpare it 
with the Sundfiy appearance of our own 
streets and one would think we would 
welcome anythint? that has a show of 
life about it. 
The more wo are like a

“ I may ^rniu to be (inamliiii» with 
my bread and butrer, ” said an up t<»wu 
chivi)podist tn om* of hi.s b«*.st cU'^tomer.H 
th«‘ ittlu r day, “ but in my luuuble und 
somewhat professional opinion, the most 
Pensibloof all nu-n in the matter of foot­ 
wear is the Clunamsui. 
Did you ever 
notice his feet? I don’t believe there iii 
such n thing a.s a corn or a bunion in 
all China. 
Chiropudi.sts would Ktarvo 
to death there so fur as t.ho rcqnirementH 
of tho mai-culine foot are concerned. 
Whatever tho deformitie.s indictiMl ou 
tho feet of women iu China nu»y ho, the 
men certainly enjiiy sound and comh)rt- 
able understandinp.s. 
Look at tho Chi­ 
nese laundrymeu hero in WanhinKton. 
They stand at their work 18 hour» a 
day. No class of workin«menI know of 
spend so zmuiy hours on their feet as 
they do. 
Yet they never break down 
thiTe, and, physic:illy, they are a wtai 
derfully healthy race. 


“ Simple living» and freedom from tho 
nervous pur.suitstjf our civilization nuiy 
have .somethintr to do with it. but I at 
tribute their exemption from Wit weak 
ness and di.sea.si* tt) the kind of house 
shoe so univer.siilly worn by them. 1 
have a pair that I have worn for several 
years, and I wouldn’t wear unythinK 
else for f^eunine indoor comfort. Tlu*y 
are wov(.*n of straw and seaweed and 
Sided with horso hide. There is a thick 
s«)le of straw uIm)vo tho leatln r, and 
throufih this tho air can circulate free­ 
ly, keepinj^ tho mu.scles of the under- 
part of tho foot always cool. The laun- 
drymen, you notice, are usually bare­ 
foot, which is an added advantaiiiti in 
the nmttor of healthfulnes.s. Th»*ri) is 
aliimt us little material in the upiwrs as 
is consistent with the idea i)f a shoe, 
and thi.s is ju.st enough to keep tlu 
thiuK on tho fodt. This upper, too. is 
woven loosely of seaw<‘ed, so that the aii 
can have access to the foot. Niiwlu re 
does this hhoe pinch or in tho least de 
greo pri'SK the foot. 


“ These uro tho indoor shoes of tho 
Chinaman. 
On the street here in tlu 
United States now’udays he \vt ars vt'ry 
commonly the hnither shoes or bouts <i 
American inaimLieture.

tho ways in which he is becoming 
Americanized. 
But the outdoor eh itl 
shoe of China is a great deal worn also 
That, like the indoor shoe, isvi'ry thiej 
and solt in tho sole, and the foot is 
never pinched or strained by it.

bly was tho sandal of the Greeks. It 
had no upper, and, as you will see in 
statuary, rho fiet of num and womei 
w»-re ideally perfect.

THE SKIPPER. 


The last half hour of tho steamship 
Sarabaud had come. 
All day she had 
laiu iu tho pitiless bay, crouching un­ 
der the fierce blast of the northeast gale, 
the seas sweeping her decks, and now 
all on board knew that she had but a 
short time to live. 


She had had her day. 
Built to carry 
120 passengers, she had once been one 
of the popular boats going through the 
newly opened canal to the east, and her 
long iiush deck had been the scene of 
many a gay gathering when her passen­ 
gers had assembled under the awnings 
to laugh, flirt and talk after dinner, 
fint larger and faster boats had come, 
and her glory had departed, so that 
after many vicissitudes hero she lay, 
lier passenger accommodation taken out 
and tho space filled with grain from the 
Black sea ports, sinking.

into tho wall of mist and spray which 
relentlessly rushed down upon them, in 
tbe faint hope that some passing vessel 
m ight appear through the gloom of the 
gale. 


At length the skipper turned and 
scrambled down tho sloping bridge to 
where tho niato crouched on tho lee rail.

But his face took a grimmer look as 
he led tho w’uy down from the bridge to 
the charthouse, tho mate following him. 
Insido they could hear each other with 
greater ease, and the skipper, while 
taking his revolver from a drawer, gave 
th ^ ia to his final j^istnactionsT 
»"''"'^^Wo’iT lower tho forward lifeboat 
first, as she’s tho biggest. You will take 
^l^jijCgQ of hoi, get your crew aboard and 
httve'every one in his place before wo 
start to lower, so that you can yhovo off 
as soon as she touches tlie water. 
If 
those patents act, you ought to be all 
right.” The boats were fitted with a 
patent contrivance by which tho tackles 
holding them are autunuitically released 
tho moment the boat is water borne, so 
that there is no unhooking of blocks to 
be done while the boat is getting dashed 
to pieces against tho ship’s side. 


“ I shall be all right,” said the mate, 
“ but what about you? Who’s going to 
lower the falls of tho after boat? You 
can’t manage it from thu bout itself, 
w ith all the crowd you will have on 
hoard.”

of L e tU n From Mow Y ork to I t e - 
mmmr Doatinotlooa. 


A letter sent from New York to Bang* 
kok, Siam, travels overland to San 
Francisco and tlience by water, reach­ 
ing its destination in about 48 days, 
having been carried nearly 13,000 miles. 
A letter mailed here for Adelaide, Aus* 
tralia, also goes via San Francisco, 
tta«'9ls 12,845 miles and is delivered 
nsnally within 85 days. New York mail 
destined for Calcutta goes by way of 
London, traveling 11,120 miles in 29 
days, while mail sent from this city to 
Cape Town, goes 125 miles farther in 
two days’ less time. 


Mail conmuinicatiou between New 
York and 
Hongkong ordinarily con­ 
sumes QUO mouth of time. 
The letters 
go by way of San Francisco and cover 
10,500 miles of distance. To roach Mel­ 
bourne, Australia, from this city a let­ 
ter w ill travel 12,2()5 m iles in about 32 
days, aud to reach Syducy a letter w ill 
travel 11,570 miles in 81 days. 
The 
mail route from Now Vork to Yoko­ 
hama, via Sau Francisco, is 7,348 miloa 
long, and about 22 days aro consumed 
in transit. To go to Honolulu from this 
city a letter travels 5,015 miles in 13 
days. 


Leaving Now York on steamer days, 
mail nuittor is schctUilcd to reach Romo 
in about ten days, M adrid in ten days, 
Loudon and Liverpool in eight days, 
Rotterdam in nine days, St. Petersburg 
in 11 days, Vienna in niu« days, Psiris 
in eight days, Berlin in nine days and 
Athens aud Alexandria in 14 days. 
Couununication w ith South Anun’ieun 
ports is much slmver. 
It takes 24 days 
tor a letter to go I'rom Now York to Rio 
«Taneiro, 'whicli is only about 50 miles 
farther from this city than is Alexan­ 
dria. 
Mail nuitter going from New 
York to Buenos Ayres, M'hich is 8,045 
miles distant, consumes 20 or 30 days.

B»inboo Opnifl and Cocoannt PparlH Fouud 


Xu the IMillIpitines, Thoueli ICarvb’. 
Among othor queer things found in 
the Philippines are vegetable genus. 
There aro not nuiuy of them, though. 
The bamboo is empty uornuUly. 
One 
might cut open a jnnglo of the giant 
grains and find unaltered hollownoss. 
But once iu a million times or more ac­ 
cident brings to light in the bamboo 
stem u gem. Nature has molded into :i 
lump n little of the flinty material 
which makes the outer stem so hard. 
The nodule u.sually pre.sents the appear­ 
ance of an opal, aud several .specimens 
are iu the mu.seums which reproduce 
the characteristic lines of that gem. 
These nodules aro known as tabiiceer. 
It is interesting to note that the first 
chemical and mineralogical examina­ 
tion of them was made by the James 
Smithson whose munificence establish 
ed the first of the scientific bureaus of 
the American government. 


In the condition in which the fruit i.9 
known iu the United States the milk 
in the cocoanut is considered its only 
content. 
The really ripe nut, however, 
is filled with a white spongy mass, rich 
iu the finest oil which the uut proiluee.s. 
This s{K)ugo is expo.sed to tlie hot sun 
for two or three days in a wooden 
trough until thoroughly pulped. 
The 
last of the oil is then extracted by 
squeezing the soft sponge in the hands. 
Very rarely this careful handling has 
developed the presence of small spheres 
which have much of the luster of the 
pearl. 
Eight or ten of the.se cocoanut 
pearls, all diseoveved in the Philip­ 
pines, are treasured in European muse­ 
ums. They range from the size of a pin­ 
head to that of a very small pua.—New 
York Sun.________________

England’s national 
tlag has been 
called “ a triplet of crosses,’* for it is 
composed of tlje cross of St. George, the 
cross of St. Andrew an<l the cross of 
St. Patrick. 
Thus: The flag of “ St. 
George for merrie England, ” a red cross 
on a white ground, the red lines drawn 
straight from top to bottom and from 
side to side; the fiag of St. Andrew for 
Scotland, a white cross on a blue 
ground; the flag of St. Patrick for Ire­ 
land, a red cross on a white ground, the 
narrow red lines drawn from corner to 
corner. 
By placing the cross of St. 
George ou that of St. Andrew we have 
“ the Jack,” as ordered iu 
lOOC by 
James 1, whose signature was always 
“ Jacques;” hence the expression, “ the 
Jack.” By laying the cross of St. Pat 
rick over that of St. Andrew and then 
placing that of St. George over bi)th, 
we have “ the union jack,” as borne 
since the union with Ireland iu 1800.

Samuel Byers Accidentally Lost His 


Life in the St, Joseph 


River Yesterday. 


H IS HOME WAS IN NEW YORK. 


H e W a s In th e A ct of Wadlnar A c ro ss 
th e R iver W h e n H e Slipped 


Into a D eep H ole. 


Yesterday afternoon about 4 o’clock 
Samuel Byers, a young man who has 
been making his home in St. Joseph 
for two months past, was iiccidcntally 
drowned while bathinyf in the St. Jo­ 
seph river Jibove the Tru?jCott Boat 
manufacturing establishment. 


Mr. Byers, in company with several 
other men who arc employed on the 
docks, went down to the river to take a 
swim ttnd as the river at this point is 
very shallow Byers, who could not 
swim, endeavored to 
wade across. 
W hen he reached the middle of the 
river be was seen to throw up his hands 
and one of his companions named Ham* 
ilton went to his rescue. The di'own- 
man grabbed Hamilton and came 
very near pulling him to the bottom of 
the river with him. 


The life saving crew was sent for but 
before thuy arrived a man named 
Eugene Pickens came along with a 
rowlsoat and with the aid of an oar and 
a fish net got Byers’ body to the shore 
where everything passibie was done to 
bring back life but to uo avail. Jus­ 
tice St. Clair was called and impanelled 
a jury which brought in the verdict of 
acoidental drowning and tbe body was 
taken to Moon’s undertaking establish- 
meat. 


In Byers coat ))ocket was found let­ 
ters addre scd to him by bis bi*oiher, 
W illiam Byers, from Coriu, N. V., and 
be was immediately notitied of his 
brother’s ucatb. 


In the river at the point where Byers 
lost his life is a dangerous spot. 
The 
current runs so swift in tbe center that 
it has cut a deep trench from 12 to 14 
feet deep and it was in this that Mr. 
Byers stepped when he endeavored 
to wade across.

W ILLIA M BENNETT OF COMPANY I 


RETU RN ED TODAY. 


Came from Cuba on the Transport 
Santiago and W as Terribly 
M istreated. 


William Bennett, another one of the 
boys of Company I, arrived here this 
morning at 8:‘J0. He has been sick svith 
malarial fever aud looks quite bad. 


He tells of the hardships in Cuba and 
the kind of work that Company I had 
to do, unloading cars, building bridges 
iUid all kinds of heavy work. Mr. Ben­ 
nett says that if it hud not been for the 
Cuban doctors that the boys would be 
thinned out a good deal. 
The doctors 
starve the fever out of the soldiers. 
The Cuban soldiers treated the Ameri­ 
cans all right at tirst, giving them any­ 
thing that they wanted, but after a 
week or two they began to steal every­ 
thing that they could lay hands on. 


At one time only twenty-si.v soldiers 
out of Co. I reported for duty the others 
being used up by sickness and hard 
vvork. 


Mr. Bennett was sick for four days 
before being 
carried 
to 
the hos­ 
pital and for six days he was burning 
up with the fever in the hospital. He 
then received a furlough of '.\0 days and 
started for home and was nineteen days 
oi)ming from Santiago to New York. 


The party be was in left Santiago on 
the transport Santiago and he says that 
they were used terribly. They were 
quarantined at the island of Agna- 
v/uke. It took six days from Agnawuke 
to New York.
